19th  U>  June  25th,  the  longeat  ever 
held  by  a  National  Ih-pu  Klican  Cun 
ventiun,  the  delegate*  at  Chicago  have 
placed  in  nomination  fi»r  President, 
Benjamin  Harrison,  of  Indiana;  for 
Vice-I’raiident,  Lari  P.  Morton,  of 
New  York.  The  Convention  wan  etn 
im-ntlv  deliberative  in  its  methotL,  and 
the  result  justifies  the  care  oaed  in 
the  selection  of  candidates.  Two  men 
of  national  reputation,  pure  in  charac- 
Ter,  honorable  and  patriotic  in  all 
their  dealings,  have  been  selected  to 
represent  the  jiartj  of  protection  to 
workingmen,  horn-sty  in  elections, 
rcfoni^  in  the  civil  service,  and  a  dig 
nit* id  foreign  policy. 

The  records  of  laith  candidates  will 
War  inspection.  Benjamin  Harrison 
comes  of  on  illustrious  family.  One 
of  his  ancestors  was  ladieaded  for  his 
services  to  the  Commonwealth 
England  His  grandfather,  William  H. 
Harrison,  sjient  nearly  fifty  years  in 
the  public  service,  dying  only  a  month 
after  entering  upon  his  duties  as 
President  of  the  United  .States 
1841.  His  father,  too,  spent  the 
years  from  1855  to  1857  in  Congress. 
Benjamin  Harrison,  the  nominee,  ha* 
au  equally  honorable  record.  Borr 
at  North  Bend,  Ohio,  August  20th, 
1838,  ami  educated  t  Miami  Univer¬ 
sity,  Oxford  County,  Ohio,  he  imme¬ 
diately  undertook  the  study  of  law  as 
a  profession.  In  1854  tie  removed  to 
Indiana^  >lis,  Indiana,  where  he  lias 
lived  ever  since,  having  become  dis¬ 
tinguished  as  a  painstaking  attorney, 
and  an  eloquent  advocate.  General 
Harrison  lagan  his  work  as  a  Repub¬ 
lican  speaker  in  1856,  ami  ever  since 
h;is  lx-en  a  conspicuous  figure  in  every 
cauqioign  in  Indiana,  ami  on  many 
occasions  he  has  appeared  for  his 
party  in  other  States.  In  1860,  at 
th*e  age  of  twenty  seven  years,  he  was 
elected  reporter  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Indiana.  In  1862  he  became  oulo. 
nel  of  the  70th  Iudiaua  Regiment, 
taking  part  in  the  Atlanta  campaign, 
and  earning  the  title  of  a  brevet 
brigadier-general.  In  1876  General 
Harrison  ivas  nominated  for  Governor, 
of  Indiana,  and  defeated.  In  1881 
i£  was  elected  to  the  United  States 
Senate  where  he  served  a  full  term  of 
six  years.  Since  that  time  he  has 
been  engaged  hi  the  practice  of  law 
at  his  home. 

Levi  P.  Morton,  the  Republican 
Candida  e  for  Vice  President,  was  born 
at  Sboreham,  Vermont,  on  May  16, 
1824.  His  early  life  up  to  1860  was 
largely  spent  in  business,  being  a 
member  of  tlie  dry-goods  firm  of 
Becble,  Morton  &  Co.  in  Boston,  and 
of  the  dry-goods  house  of  Morton  A 
Grinned  in  New  York.  In  1868  he 
established  a  banking  house,  which  in 
1868  became  the  firm  of  Morton, 
Bliss  &  Co.  This  firm  has  since  l>een 
one  of  the  most  conspicuous  in  Wall 
street.  It  h^p  l>een  engaged  in  large 
tinaucial  transactions  such  as  the 
funding  of  large  blocks  of  government 
l>onds,  and  the  sale  of  $50,000,000  of 
New  York  Centra  Railroad  stock  Ixs- 
louging  to  Win.  H.  Vanderbilt.  Mr. 
Morton's  political  service  began  in 
1878  when  he  was  elected  to  Congress. 
In  1880  he  became  Miuisterto  France, 
leaving  ujx»n  his  return  ae  honorable 
record  as  an  efficient  public  servant 
In  1885  ami  again  in  1887  lie  was  a 
candidate  for  United  States  Senator. 
His  charities  have  been  arge,  he  hav¬ 
ing  contributed  in  1880  one  fourth 
part  of  the  cargo  of  the  ship  Constel¬ 
lation  winch  was  sent  t<»  the  relief  of 
the  sullering  m  Ireland.  Ujxin  the 
whole  the  Republican  Convention  has 
shown  gfeat  wisdom  in  its  choice  of 
candidates,  and  in  the  adoption  of  a 
platform  which  is  clear,  forcible  and 
judicious. 

High  Schools. 

Eight  young  ladies  and  one  young 
gentleman  form  the  list  of  graduates 
from  the  high  school  this  year.  The 
record  is  honorable  to  the  scholars 
ami,  encouraging  to  the  friends  of 
the  school.  It  tells  of  faithful  work 
upm  the  part  of  both  teuchers  and 
ocholars.  Its  results  are  beneficial 
lioth  to  the  graduates  themselves  and 
to  the  community  which  has  endowed 
them  with  these  high  privileges.  The 
training  of  mind  and  the  widening  of 
knowledge  given  by  these  studies  will 
powerfully  aid  in  making  good  citi¬ 
zens,  responsive  to  public  duties,  and 
fitted  for  their  discharge  Not  only 
educated  men  but  women  also  can 
perforin  a  useful  work  in  the  commu¬ 
nity.  In  teaching,  writing,  and  train¬ 
ing  the  minds  of  their  children,  they 
have  an  iuq>ortaut  and  useful  field  of 
labor.  Society  gives  them  opportuni¬ 
ties,  and  many  kinds  of  business  are 
open  to  their  control. 

Never  before  has  public  life  de 
manded  more  skilful  statesmen,  law 
vers  and  ministers.  In  the  last  thirty 
years,  what  difficult  problems  have 
confronted  our  statesmen  !  The  sup¬ 


pression  of  ret  jell  ion.  the  aU*hti  -n  of 
slavery,  red  instruction,  the  renumpt*  *n 
of  specie  payments,  tariff  and  financial 
questions,  have  taxed  the  resources  of 
our  ablest  leaders.  Ahead  of  us  still 
are  great  problems  to  be  solve*!. 
Whence  shall  come  tiie  experience, 
knowledge,  and  special  aptitude  re¬ 
quired  for  meeting  these  difficulties  if 
not  from  our  high  school*  and  ool 
lfg«*  ? 

Municipal  government  presents 
problems  more  difficult  still  of  solu 
tiou.  Corruption  honey  comb*  the 
UjATtls  and  commissions  charge* I  with 
the  control  of  vast  city  departments 
Boodlers  thrive  on  the  public  money. 
The  people  are  easy  victims  of  private 
greflid  and  public  dishonesty.  Alwn 
lute  incorruptibility  and  keen  iutelli 
gence  are  needed  to  outwit  the  cunning 
of  thieves  and  the  plausibility  of  deni 
agogues.  Evils  of  State  will  not  cure 
themselves.  They  must  be  heroically 
treated,  or  the  State  will  assuredly 
fall  beneath  their  influence. 

How  fixilish  then  to  talk  of.  simple 
instruction  in  remling,  writing  and 
arithmetic,  as  the  sum  total  of  public 
education  !  The  best  training  for  the 
best  men  and  women  is  the  least  that 
the  public  can  afford  to  give.  It  will 
not  be  too  high  nor  too  broad  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  future.  From 
every  side  there  is  pouring  into  the 
republic  vast  hordes  of  immigrants 
with  little  intelligence  and  no  prepa¬ 
ration  for  self-government.  To  meet 
this,  there  must  be  trained  leadership, 
accurate  and  ready  intelligence. 

In  a  monarchy  or  aristocracy  these 
ignorant  elements  may  l>e  controlled 
by  military  force,  but  with  the  ballot 
in  their  hands,  there  is  no  appeal  ex 
cept  to  their  good  sense,  love  of  ordei 
and  justice.  High  schools,  colleges 
and  universities,  are  the  hope  of  the 
republic.  To  heap  ridicule  upo 
them,  to  criticise  them  for  their  fail¬ 
ings  is  foolish.  Sound  wisdom  would 
teach  the  propriety  of  funking  them 
better  suited  to  their  work.  All  In 
or  tb  those  who  labor  in  them  and 
over  ithem. 


Bow  to  R«  t  Good  Nam- 

Six  things,  says  a  doctor  writing  on 
the  subject,  are  necessary  to  u  -  good 
nurse — strong,  equal  health,  sound  nervi 
minute  observation,  a  retentive  memory, 
habits  of  neatness  and  cleanliness,  and  a 
calm,  collected  mind.  A  nurse  must 
never  disregard  her  health,  because  it  is 
essential  to  her  own  well  being,  and  lo¬ 
calise,  too,  attendants  on  the  sick  should 
always  be  cheerful  and  hopeful.  Sound 
nerve  is  often  a  matter  of  training,  but 
its  root  lies  in  unselfishness.  Any  one 
who,  in  an  accident  or  operation,  forgeU 
self  in  the  desire  to  aid  others,  will  not 
be  troubled  by  trembling  or  fainting. 
The  faculties  of  observation  and  reten¬ 
tiveness  of  memory  can  be  developed  by- 
having  interest  in  the  work  strong  enough 
to  make  the  nurse  careful  and  patient  in 
her  observations. 

A  calm  mind  is  generally  the  result  of 
organization.  If  a  nurse  has  arranged 
her  day's  work  beforehand,  if  she  keeps 
punctually  to  this  arrangement,  and  if 
everything  needful  is  neatly  disposed. .she 
is  not  likely  to  be  discovered  in  bustle 
and  confusion  at  any  time.  The  nurse 
should,  furthermore,  be  mindful  that  she 
is  under  the  doctor,  and  should  respect 
and  obey  his  directions,  even  if  she  dif¬ 
fers  in  opinion  from  him.  It  is  extremely 
imjiortant  that  those  who  are  sick  and 
suffering  should  be  treated  with  unfail¬ 
ing  gentleness  and  patience;  nothing  can 
ever  excuse  a  nurse  for  losing  her  temp 
with  her  patient.  No  duty  is  too  little  or 
trifling  for  her  attention,  and  no  work 
that  is  for  the  good  of  the  patient  can  Ije 
degrading.  It  is  further  a  good  rule 
never  to  approach  a  case  fasting;  but 
always  to  have  a  good  meal  before  going 
on  duty. — Popular  Science  Monthly,

Now  supposing,  if  it  were  possible,  that 
these  10.1  persons,  or  their  parents  for 
them,  had  embarked  in  an  assessment 
life  insurance  scheme  as  they  stepped 
upon  the  threshold  of  life  what  would 
have  been  the  outcome  of  the  venture? 
If  the  first  15  years'  deaths  amounting  to 
nearly  50  per  cent  of  the  whole  number 
bad  not  “  busted "  the  concern,  what, 
think  you,  would  have  been  the  ultimate 
opinion  of  the  value  of  that  kind  of  insur¬ 
ance  of  the  single  olj  fellow  who  held 
out  faithful  to  the  end?  Aftei  coming  up 
to  the  scratch  IK)  times,  and  paying  assess¬ 
ments  for  the  deaths  of  all  Ids  companions, 
no  one'  is  left  to  pay  Tor  him.  Nothing 
more  forcibly  illustrates  the  absurdity  of 
assessment  life  insurance.  It  is  true  the 
claim  is  made  that  “hew  blood  ’’  is  con¬ 
tinually  brought  in  to  take  the  place 
of  the  deceased  members,  but  what  folly 
is  it  for  a  young,  healthy  risk  to  voiuuta- 
ri'y  go  into  a  society  of  aged  and, 
perhaps,  decrepid  members  with  the  ex¬ 
pectation  of  beating  tl^e  old  fellows  by  an 
early  and  untimely  deijith  ! 

The  theory  is  fallacious.  Nothing  hut 
the  level  premium  plan  of  the  regular 
insurance  companies  ijieets  the  iniquities 
if  such  cases,  and  places  all,  whether 
'Id  or  young,  upon  hiiU[I|«I  footing,  and 
invests  all  with  equal  risks.
